THE EPISCOPAL 
CONVENTION OVER 


$100,000 Gift Announced at 


Closing Session. 


MORGAN SAID TO BE DONOR 


Money Wa# Donated by Lay Delegate 


Toward the Proposed World Confer­ 


ence of Christian Churches. 


Cincinnati. Ort. 22.—With the last 
day of tho Episcopal general conven­ 
tion came tho announcement of a mag* 
nifieent gilt toward the proposed world 
conference of Christian 
churches— 
$100,OOO donated, it is generally un­ 
derstood, by J. Pierpont Morgan. 
Dr William T. Manning, in rising to 
speak on the resolution for tho con­ 
ference, made the simple announce­ 
ment that the gift had been received 
"from a lay delegate to the convention, 
who appreciated the magnitude of the 
undertaking.” 
Dr. Manning, who took up the sug­ 
gestion of Bishop Brent and introduced 
a motion railing for the appointment 
of a conference committee, said that he 
was greatly encouraged both by the 
auspicious circumstance# under which 
the movement had started, and espe­ 
cially by the gift. 
In the house of deputies the last 
session passed off with 
great good 
humor. More business has l>eon trans­ 
acted than at any former convention, 
barring none, due in the maiu to the 
efforts of the* committee on the dis­ 
patch of business, under the direction 
of Francis A. Ia»wis, of Philadelphia. 
On a motion of Rev. John Hewitt, of 
Belk fonte, Pa., the deputies adopted 
resolutions of thanks to Mr. Lewis and 
his "steering committee," as he term ­ 
ed it, for their work of effective man­ 
agement. Mr. Lewis replied with a 
brief speech, in which he said that he 
had often during the convention been 
called "the ecclesiastical Uncle Joe.” 
and that ho did not object, so long as 
there were no insurgents, ami he be­ 
lieved there were none. A demonstra­ 
tion ensued. This is tin* first time a 
vote of this sort has been accorded, 
and seems to establish the committee 
on dispatch, if not Mr. Lewis, as per­ 
manent institutions of the convention 
During the early part of the session 
there was a certain amount of minor 
legislation. A resolution, extending the 
sympathy of tin* church to the perse­ 
cuted Jews In Russia, passed after con­ 
siderable debate. Many resolutions of 
thanks were adopted. 
A resolution proposed by Dr. James 
It. Winchester, of Tennessee, railing 
for a stricter observance of th** Sab­ 
bath, especially by young people, was 
(•arrie*!. The deputies defeated by a 
large majority a proposed amendment 
to tho constitution, by which suffragan 
bishops were to be given a vote in the 
house of bishops. As an amendment 
must lie approved by two conventions, 
no legislation on this point can now 
become effective in less than six year!.

go to the jury. A verdict is expected 
this afternoon. 
For four hours Dr. Crippen was sub­ 
jected to a searching cross-examina­ 
tion by Mr. Muir. Ho stood th** ordeal 
well. 
His answers were given in a 
• aint, well modulated voice, and at no 
time did he ins** his composure. This 
was not, however, without an effort on 
his part, and when he returned to the 
prisoner's dock the witness was death­ 
ly pale and appeared to be almost on 
th** point of collapsing. 
Crippen clung to bis original story; 
his wit c’s fondness for another man 
led to an estrangement; sh** threaten­ 
ed frequently to leave him and Anally 
madcgood her threats; be had no idea 
what became of her.

He said it was incon- 
dyable that it Crippen murdered hts 
wife and mutilated her body. he should 
invite Miss Leneve to sle«*p in the 
bom**- on the following day.

inly had the night of Feb. I in which 
to dissert th** I tody, bury the flesh and 
get rid of the head arid limits. He must 
have known the risks of such a visit 
ts Miss I^eneve made.

Moore Spirited Away to Hiding Place 
After Release— Deputies In Pursuit 
and Bloodshed is Expected. 


Ix*vingston, Va., Oct. 22. — John 
j Moore, the* condemned murderer, who 
was sentenced last Saturday to pay 
the extreme 
penalty of the taw on 
Nov. 25 tor the murder of Frank Howl 
mi May 24 last, was rescued from Jail 
by a mob of about seventy five men. 
who took the prisoner away from Jail 
with them as they disappeared in the 
darkness. 
The Jail attaches were overpowered 
at the point of firearms, and the two 
doors between Moore and liberty were 
opened by means of 
crowbars aud 
hammers, which were brought in good­ 
ly numbers by the members of the 
friendly mob. 
Jailer Berry and

Gleason, who was summoned soon af­ 
ter the prisoner had been liberated, 
started In hot pursuit in the hop** of 
rearresting 
Moore. 
While 
opinion 
M"*ins to be* divided in Lovingston as 
to what section the mob came from, 
there is little doubt that it was made 
up of desperate men from the section 
where the* crime was committed and 
that they are men who once started on 
a project would not stop at anything. 
For this reason it is feared that if the 
deputy sheriffs overtake the mob there 
will be bloodshed. 
On** reason for tho belief that the 
mob cam*- from the western and moun­ 
ts in ne-aion of the county lies in the 
fact that tho telephone line at Col-' 
I* ii 
which leads to the Lowesville 
section, was cut. 


Thought They Were Lyncher*. 


Moore, badly frightened, for he did 
not know tort that he was about to be 
lynched, was assured that h** was in 
th*- hands of friends and 
he 
was 
quickly placed in a buggy. The mob 
then drove quietly, though hurriedly, 
away. So orderly and so quiet was the 
work of th*; mob that no one in tho 
little village of 300 persons seems to 
have boeu disturbed. 
Moore was convicted In September 
of the murder of Howl At the October 
term Mrs. Roy© Howl, widow of the 
murdered man, indicted as an accum* 
pile**, was acquitted. Public :**utiment 
was strong against the pair, but upon 
her dis* barge there was a c h a n g e fa­ 
vorable to Moore. At her trial he ad- 
mitt«?d improper relations with Mrs. 
Howl, swearing 
that 
her 
youngest 
* blld, thirteen months old. was his off­ 
spring. $he did not deny this. 
The 
case 
has been attended by 
thrilling sensations since its incipien­ 
cy. Howl was poisoned with strych­ 
nine placed in liquor by Moore and 
given to him to drink as u beverage. 
Beath ensued in thro** hours. 
Howl was buried a week l*efore th*? 
authorities took the matter up. 
An 
examination of til*? 
body disclosed 
large quantities ot strychnine in the 
stomach and Moore disappeared. 
A 
month latif he reappeared, gave him- 
sell up and was indicted. 
While waiting for trial Moore said 
that th** liquor was poisoned by Nel­ 
son county moonshiners. Then it be- 
< ame necessary to spirit the prisoner 
away from the county for fear of ven­ 
geance at the hands of the moon­ 
shiners.

ever, la only on** of several Important 
factors. 
The hog must have the prin­ 
cipal part to do with the marketing of 
the concentrated foodstuffs aud by­ 
products, such as milk and wastes 
from the farm. 
Where hiilk Is pro­ 
duct**! in large quantities hogs are al­ 
most essential, except In unusual con­ 
ditions. 
Where much corn is grown hogs fit 
in well. 
In fuct, the hog la a valuable 
adjunct in the diHi*>sJtion of all the 
gruins aud waste bj products. 
How­ 
ever, it must tie remembered that 
hogs grown In large numbers are not 
pro|*ortbinately so profitable as when 
a smaller number are grown. 
Many 
people have made the mistake of get­ 
ting overenthusiastic as to the profits 
to be realized in |s>rk production aud 
have attempted far more than they 
could efficiently manage, with the re­ 
sult that prospective profits were ab- 
aortsHl in ex cu ses and losses.

From this time on lie may he used 
for light service.

Sonic de­ 
velop the tendency to challenge all
